Although Morrisville was least 
hard hit of many communities 
in the Lower Bucks area, resi­ 
dents 
attending

meeting scored council for im­ 
proper drainage at Palmer and 
Magnolia Aves. 
During 
the 
storm 
several 
inches of water flooded the in­ 
tersection as the powerful rains 
overtaxed the storm sewer sys­ 
tem. When the rains ceased, 
the 
water 
drained 
off 
the 
streets. 
Complaints 
In a previous storm this sum. 
mer, 
similar flooding caused 
numerous complaints to be reg­ 
istered. 
The spokesmen claimed that 
even after a light rain the inter­ 
section is flooded as the drains 
are inadequate for the job. 


Council 
president, 
Michael 
Demech. said the borough spent 
$158,000 of its own money, plus 
an additional $158,000 in federal 
monies last year to install new 
drains at the intersection to re­ 
lieve the drainage problem. He 
stated it would be unreasonable 
to expect council to spend more 
money to rebuild the drainage 
service in order to handle unus­ 
ual heavy storms that 
occur 
only once or twice a year. 
Doing Job 
He said he and council sym­ 
pathized with the residents of 
the area and with other resi­ 
dents when heavy rains flood the 
Streets but the storm sewer sys­ 
tem was designed for normal 
rains and is doing its job. 
Demech 
referred 
the 
com­ 
plaints to the council’s sanita­ 
tion committee and the borough 
engineer. It was noted that at a 
recent meeting of the commit­ 
tee with the firm of Albright 
and Friel, consulting engineers, 
the company stated even an 18- 
foot diameter pipe would not be 


able to handle that amount of 
rain in such a short time 
The storm sewer system is de- j 
signed to accommodate normal 1 
rain falls but are not able to’ 
carry off a large, heavy quant- j 
ity of rain water when it falls j 
in 
a 
short 
period 
of 
time, 
Demech said. 
It was noted that the drainage 
system carried off the water for 
normal flows.
